ng with Qifford Pinchot, the deposed 
hief forester cf the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, occurred on 
he veranda of Miss Carew's villa over- 
ooklng the shining blue waters of Por- 
o Maurlzio bay at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ig. The Interview proper took place 
n the seclusion 
of 
the 
forest that 
kirts the town at the north. 


Mr. Pinchot who came direct from 
openhagen, save for a six-hours' stop 
if Basle, Switzerland, had arrived at 
he hotel at midnight, rather tired af- 
er his long journey and suffering from 


toothache but this morning he wa« 


up bright and early and told the news- 
papermen with whom he breakfasted 
that he felt "like a fighting cock." He 
chatted gaily during the morning meal 


and appeared to derive much satisfac- 
tion from the manner in which he had 
concealed his identity when he went 
aboard the steamer President Grant at 
New York. He announced in advance 
and firmly that he would have nothing 
to say regarding his 
interview with 
"the chief." 


It was apparent, however, that 
Mr. 


Pinchot expected to have not one but

When they' reached the foot 


of the terraced hill opposite tho port 
where the cheering rent the air the 
ex-president'and his wife were smiling 
and looking happy. 


A stone bearing the- name of the 


street, 
"Vslile Theodore 
Roosevelt" 


was then unveiled, and-Mr.-Roosevelt 
broke t'he llower chain 
which 
was 


stretched across the drive way, and 
amid a new. outburst of "vivas" ted 
Mrs. Roosevelt up the drive to the 
hotel.

ing speech told how proud the munici- 
pality was to confer citizenship upon 
the great "Apostle of Peace."

forward and presented the parchment 
In a silver case upon a cushion cov- 
ered with the American nag.

pie were too frightened to grab tin 
assassin, and after wildly, flourishing 
his weapon, stamping bis foot on'th 
bodies, ho made off down the avenue 
to the Fort Wayne railroad tracks nm 
was soon lost to vlotv. A large poss>_ 
of police detectives and church people 
were soon in pursuit, but up to late 
hour last night they found no trace o 
him. 


After the mad man's 
disappearance

mourned their loss. Skala's bodv was 
removed to an undertaker's rooms and 
Gay was taken to St. Johnls hospital.

In a statement issued last night, "Willis 
lj. Moore of the weather bureau says 
that the result of u. collision between 
the earth and a, comet would depend 
upon the mass of tho eomet, the velo- 
city of tho bodies and the angle of im- 
pact, but that In the present case a 
collision would be impossible, owing to 
the safety margin of some 13,000.000 
miles between the tracks of the earth 
and the comet. 


The tail of the comet, through which 


tho earth probably will pass will he 
noticeable only as an absolutely harm- 
lets luminous gas or dust.

that can be detected only by self rec- 
ording instrument!!.

PITTSBURG, April 11 
A sermon 


on martyrdom In which Frank Simla, 
an editor and prominent mission work- 
er, had declared himself willing to lay 
down his life for the Christian cause, 
was followed yesterday by his assas- 
sination in a highly sensational man- 
ner and thn shooting down also of a 
fellow church leader, John Gay. 


Ann in arm the two men were leav- 


ing the little Congregational church in 
Woods Run, a suburb, at the head of 
more than a. hundred foreigners, 
A 


ragged and collarless man worked his 
way through the crowd as it reached 
the corner of Eckert street and McClue 
avenue, nnd when he was but a step 
behind the leaders, pressed the muzzle 
of a revolver against Skala's head and 
took effect in the jaw and temple and 
In the midst of his followers Skala fell 
dead. Gay, who threw up his hands as 
if to ward oft the weapon, was struck 
by a bullet on the thumb and then 
a second bullet burled 
itself in his 


head. 
He fell unconscious across the 


lifeless body of his colleague. 


For a moment, for several moments, 


the assassin stood over his prey in a 
crazed contemplation of 
the 
deed, 


nourishing his revovler while the panic 
stricken crowd fled to shelter behind 
posts and doorways. 


The mad man was Jan Radevitch, a 


character known to most of the mission 
for his radical opinions. 
Shortly be- 


fore the shooting he meekly read from 
juvenile leaflets in the Sunday school 
led by Skala; previously he had satin 
a back pew of the church during the 
regular sermon; and at the commence- 
ment of the services Skala had shaken 
Iiis hand in greeting. During all this 
time Radevitch had given no warning 
of his homicidal intent. 


There were no police in sight when 


the shooting was done, the church peo- 
ple were too frightened to grab the 
assassin,., and after wildly flourishing 
his weapon, stamping his foot on the 
bodies, he made off down the avenue 
to the Fort Wayne railroad tracks and 
was soon lost to view. A large posse 
of police detectives and church people 
were soon in pursuit, but up to late 
hour Inst night they found no trace of 
him. 


After the mud man's disappearance 


the mission reassembled 
about th«lr 


fallen 
leaders 
and 
passionately 


mourned their loss. Skala's bodv was 
removed to an undertaker's rooms and 
Gay was taken to St. John's hospital. 
His wound Is dangerous, but it Is be- 
lieved at the hospital that ho will re- 
cover. 


Skala was very prominent locally as 


a mission worker and associate editor 
of the 
Bohemian Christian 
Journal. 


He was a Presbyterian but .'illed the 
pulpit at the Congregational mission 
house as a substitute yesterday. 
He 


was 25 years old. 
He mnrried one of 


his converts and besides her he leaves 


child. 
Gay is a colporteur for the Bible In- 


stitute of Allegheny county and 
is 


well known for his 
extensive 
work 


among foreigners. None of the church 
workers believes that there 
was "any 


method in Radevitch's madness. 
He 


had lived at the Salvation Army bar- 
racks, but has always been at vari- 
ance with the teachings of his Christ- 
ian leaders. 
It Is doubtful if he hnd 


ever seen Scala before yesterday. Hois 
said to have been detained once at a 
lospitnl for examination into his men- 
ial condition, but was released after a 
brief time.

Housekeepers and others should be pre- 
pared to receive the quiz man and to answer his questions accurately and 
promptly. He has thirty questions to fire at each individual bearing upon 
such matters as sex, race, color, age, the number of children, if married, 
and for each of these the very same list. 


Some people are very ready to lot their friends know when their birth- 


day comes around, but not so ready to say just how many summers they 
hove seen; but these-very personal and carefully guarded facts must be 
disclosed to the census enumerator. 
The old maid whose age, according 


to her own reckoning, has not changed for the past ten j'ears, must whisper 
the truth to the enumerator or else take the risk of being fined $1.00 for 
giving a false answer. 


Boarding housekeepers who give false answers regarding the number of 


people under their roof will be liable to a fine of $500 if found out, so that 
it is best for everybody to tell the truth in answering the thirty questions. 


It should be remembered that every enumerator is sworn to secrecy in 


regard to the information he receives in the performance of his duty and 
that no use will be made of it that can affect any individual. 


It is, therefore, to be hoped that everybody will endeavor to make the 


work of the census man as easy and accurate as possible.. He comes with 
the authority of the United States government 
behind 
him 
and 
thus 


the importance of his work should secure for him the cooperation of every 
citizen.

best results, for one good doctor is better than half a dozen of the kind 
described by Dr. Prilelicit.

The team which looks strong- 
est on paper may not loom up promi- 
nently -at all when the real battles are 
being fought on tha diamond. Take

. Hnish high up. in, the first division .and 


that they would be fighting for the 
pennant all the way, with splendid 
chances of landing the -plum. But aa 
matters turned out the Quakers were 
never very serious contenders 'after the 
Fourth of July.

Those who profess not to take seri- 


ously the Pirates' chances are. point- 
Ing out that the Plttsburg team Is 
built up around three men, who are 
likely to go to pieces almost any 
time. It is needless to say that the 
three veterans referred to are Manager 
Fred Clarke, Hans Wagner and Tom- 
my Leach, all of whom have been on 
the Plttsburg team for the lost ten 
years. It in true that these men are 
all veterans and that sooner or later 
they must pass from the scene of dia- 
mond activities. But the prophets are 
'going a step too. far when they declare 
that this season may see the last of 
theso players. They evidently forget 
that Leach led. the National league run 
getting in 1909, that Wagner was the 
leading batsman for the seventh time 
during his career and that Clarlte not 
only hit well andtscored a lot of runs, 
but that he' was the leading outfielder 
in the older organization.

portion of the universe, arc unfounded. 
In a. statement issued last night, Willis 
TJ. Moore of tho weather bureau snys 
that tho result of. a collision between 
tho earth and ;i comet would depend 
upon the mass of the comet, the velo- 
city of tho bodies and the angle of im- 
pact, hut that in the. present cnse a 
collision would be impossible, owing to 
tho rarefy margin of some 13,000,000 
miles between thn tracks of the earth 
and tho comet. 


Tho tall of the comet, through which 


tho earth probably will pass will be 
notlco.iblo only as an absolutely hnrm- 
k'ss luminous pas or dust.

produce electrical and magm-tic effects 
that can bo detected only by self rec- 
ording Instruments.

THE QUIZ MAN COMING. 


On next Friday will begin nil over the United States the work of taking 


the thirteenth decennial census. Housekeepers and others should be pre- 
pared to receive the rjuiz man and to answer his questions accurately and 
promptly. He has thirty questions to fire at each individual bearing upon 
such matters ns sex, race, color, npe, Ihc number of children, if married, 
and for each of these the very same list. 


Some people are very ready to let their friends know when their birth- 


day, comes around, but not so ready to say just how many summers they 
have, seen; but these very personal and carefully guarded facts must be 
disclosed to the census enumerator. The old maid whose age, according 
to her own reckoning, hns not changed for the pnst ten years, must whisper 
the truth to the enumerator or else take the risk of being fined $100 for 
giving a false answer. 


Boarding housekeepers who give false answers regarding the number of 


people under their roof will be liable to n fine of $500 if found out, so that 
it is best for everybody to tell the truth in answering the thirty questions. 


It should be remembered that every enumerator is sworn.to secrecy in 


regard to the information he receives in the performance of his duty and 
that no use will be made of it that can affect any individual. 


It is, therefore, to be hoped that everybody will endeavor to make the 


work of the census man as easy and accurate as possible. He comes with 
the authority of the United Stales government 
behind 
bim 
and 
thus 


tbe importance of his work should secure for him the cooperation of every 
citizen. 


AN 
ALARMING 
STATEMENT.

Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Education, to the effect that 
the medical and law schools of the United States are flooding both pro- 
fessions with a great number of "unfledged,' 'ill-bred young meii who must 
learn on the public."

people and require more medical attendance than the people of those coun- 
tries in which there are fewer doctors. 


But if the concli'Ions are as set forth by Dr. Pritchett, the only remedy 


is to raise the standard of education and professional training before 
admission to either profession. 
This is it change that would ensure the 


best results, for one good doctor is better than half » dozen of the kind 
described by Dr. Pritchett.

Pritehett's statement without, reserve. 
If he would set himself upon a 


pinnacle affecting unreaehable superiority and censuring all that did not 
come up to his high standard WE .should have the door to-both professions 
barred not only to mediocrity but to eminent talent 
lacking • the 
funds 


necessary to curry a student through a very long course of study and 
training. 


Nevertheless it would be better for ninny of the men now in both pro- 


fessions if they had struck out into something else, such as engineering, 
teaching, manufacturing, architecture, railroading or mercantile pursuits.

Back In the old days Baltimore and 


Cleveland had the greatest ball teams, 
and, while it was never tho good fortune 
of the aggregation from the Ohio town 
to annex a pennant, yet this team waa 
In the thickest of every right and forced 
the old Orioles to set the- hottest pace 
to finish-In front. 


It Is therefore not strange that two 


such teams should have 
furnished 


many of the most brilliant baseball 
leaders the game can boast of today. 


For instance, there are McGraw1, a 


recognized wizard at the art of han- 
dling a ball team; Hughey Jennings 
and Joe Kelley, three oC tho men who 
were foremost during tho days of the 
old Baltimore team. Then there are 
TVilbert Robinson and Rill .Clarke of 
the same team, both of whom havo 
shown managerial ability. Jack Doyle 
was another who proved himself a 
leader. 


The Cleveland team also furnished 


its share. Patsy Tebeau rose from the 
ranks. George Davis, who was one of 
his helpers, has managed with success 
in the majors.

No manager, captain-or player shall 


address the audience.

When seven "balls" havo been called 


by tho umpire the batsman shall take 
one'base, providing he does so on tho 
run. 
Tho batsman shall bo called out if a 


foul ball be caught before touching 
ground or after touching ground but 
once. 
Tho bataman, on taking his position, 


must call for n. "high ball," a 'low ball" 
or a "fair ball." 


When two strikes have been called, 


•should tho batter not strike at tho next 
Rood ball tho umpire shall warn him 
by calling "Rood bnll." 
Should ho 


.strike and full to hit. tho bnll or mrlko 
nnrt fnll to hit tho noxt good ball thrco 
striken must bo cnllcil.
